CAR CRAFT 
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WHAT DOES IT TAKE TO WIN? 

This question isn’t as tough as it 
sounds. The top machines and teams 
fall into pretty definite patterns — 
and certainly many of the old gen- 
eral rules of racing still apply. You 
still have to have a car that will 
accelerate like crazy, which means 
maximum possible horsepower from 
the stipulated maximum 256 cu. in., 
and minimum possible car weight. 
With four 800-ft.-radius corners 
every lap you need a car with excel- 
lent high-speed cornering bite. You 
need a chassis layout that will give 
minimum tire wear under these con- 
ditions, because you're cornering at 
speeds between 130 and 135 mph— 
and centrifugal force just scrubs the 
rubber off at these speeds. Even then 
youll need at least four sets of tires 
to go the 500 miles, which means 
you need a pit crew that can change 
a set of rubber and load 40 gallons of 
fuel in around 20 seconds! You need 
a sharp driver out there in that whirl- 
wind. Indy is one of the roughest 
races in the world—and there’s no 
substitute for experience. Finally, I 
can’t overemphasize the importance 
of qualifying for a starting position 
near the front of the field. Drivers 
say the time lost at the start of the 
race trving to come up through the 
traffic from the back of the field is 
just like adding 60 seconds to vour 
time for the 200 laps. Look at Lloyd 
Rubv in the Autolite Spl. this vear. 
He had possibly the fastest car at the 
track this year (Bettenhausen had 
practiced it at 149.2 mph), he was a 
fine driver and had a sharp pit crew. 
But because of Bettenhausen’s crash 
he had to qualify the car the second 
weekend of trials, and this put him 
in the 9th row to start. The best he 
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Pictured is Ray Harroun, winner of the 
first Indy 500 in 1911, taking a turn 
around the oval in his original Marmon 
race car prior to '6] event, An inter- 
esting note about the first race is that 
the winner's purse was $10,000, there 
were 80,000 fans that saw the race, 
and 15 cars finished out of 33 starters. 


could manage in the race was 8th 
place. 

You've got to get just the right 
combination of all these factors to 
stay in front of the boys. Here are 
some of the tricks: 


DEVELOPING HORSEPOWER 


Today's 252-cu. in. Meyer-Drake 
“Offy” engine puts out considerably 
more horsepower than the earlier 270 
cu. in. version of the mid-50s. By 
shortening the stroke from 4% to 4%” 
and using shorter, lighter connecting 
rods from the 220-cu. in. Offy sprint 
engine, they have reduced friction 
and raised the peak of the HP curve 
from below 6000 rpm to around 6500. 
Higher compression ratios—up to 
15-to-l—and wilder cam_ timings 
have helped, too. (Of course you 
have to compromise on cam duration 
somewhat to get decent torque com- 
ing out of the turn—since your rpm 
drops an average of 20 percent in 
the turns.) A good 252 Offy will put 
out between 400 and 410 hp at 
around 6500 rpm on pure methanol 
fuel, with maximum torque coming 
between 5000 and 5500. 

I think the engine in Foyt’s Bowes 
Sealfast Spl. was pushed about as 
hard as any. They geared the car to 
hit 6700-6800 rpm on the back stretch 
during the race, and Foyt reported 
the tach needle hit 7000 on several 
occasions. And he seldom dropped 
below 5600 in the turns except in 
traffic. Furthermore they admitted 
they doped the fuel pretty heavy 
with nitromethane — which would be 
10-20 percent in the case of the Offy. 
Nitro helps torque more than peak 
hp in the Offy, which would explain 
the terriffic acceleration of the Bowes 
car coming off the corner in the race. 
But I never heard of anyone punish- 
ing the Offy with rpm and nitro for 
500 miles, and getting away with it. 
Apparently the beefed-up cam drive 
gear and new cam oiling system this 
vear paid off. This “obsolete” engine 
is now as reliabile as any modern rac- 
ing design, even at these fantastic 
piston speeds.

Next likely avenues for develop- 
ment: Shorter and lighter pistons and 
rods. Already a few of the boys are 
experimenting with 4%” stroke — and 
A. J. Watson was running some mag- 
nesium pistons this year that weigh 
only half as much as aluminum slugs. 
Any way we can reduce friction and 
internal inertia forces will push those 
power peaks closer to 7000, and 
eventually we might see 440-450 hp 
out of these 252 cu. in.! 


CUTTING WEIGHT 

It’s discouraging to try to cut 
weight on a modern racing car that 
must use an engine that weighs 490 
Ibs. by itself. That’s what a 252 Offy 
weighs without clutch and gearbox 
(which, themselves, weigh an addi- 
tional 55 Ibs.). When you realize that 
the little aluminum Coventry-Climax 
engine in the Cooper weighs only 
290 Ibs. — and that a competition ver- 
sion of the production Buick-Olds 
aluminum V8 weighs no more than 
that —it makes you stop and think. 
If the Offy is really obsolete in any 
way, it’s certainly in the cast iron 
construction and heavy weight. 

And there are other problems. 
Frames must be made quite beefy 
to take the pounding of the bricks for 
200 laps. The Halibrand rear axles 
that everybody uses are heavy. Those 
8.00/18 Firestone rear tires have to 
have meat to give the wear that they 
do under these terrible conditions. 
In these circumstances I think our 
American racing car designers are to 
be congratulated for bringing the dry 
weight of the average car down 
around 1650 Ibs. 

But there are special tricks that 
show up each year. A. J. Watson uses 
a lot of aluminum, magnesium and 
fiberglass in his cars, and they have 
weighed under 1600 Ibs. for a couple 
of years. This year he replaced the 
cross torsion bar springs front and 
rear with special Monroe shock-coil 
spring units—and reduced the 
weight another 50 Ibs. Spring stiff- 
ness was kept about the same, so 
handling wasn’t much affected. But 
this could start a trend. Incidentally, 
to allow adjustment of wheel loading 
at each corner of the car (very im- 
portant for getting optimum han- 
dling on an oval track) the coil spring 
is retained on a screw-type mount 
on the shock body. Very simple and 
foolproof. Only a few days before the 
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race he installed an aluminum radi- 
ator, which weighed half as much as 
the previous unit. 

One surprise on weight was the 
two Chevrolet-powered cars. They 
both ran around 1450 Ibs. dry. Chuck 
Chenewoth’s engine was pretty strip- 
ped, used Hilborn injectors, Lehman 
aluminum water pump, Chev alumi- 
num heads, etc. —and he claimed it 
weighed only 317 Ibs. Bob Peterson’s 
engine had the cast iron heads with 
injectors and special water pump; but 
they build up a 2-speed planetary 
transmission from Hydra-Matic parts 
that did away with the regular clutch 
and flywheel —and still weighed 
only 340 Ibs. You could get rubber- 
burning starts by pushing a button 
on the dash to tighten a band with 
a hydraulic cylinder, then shift to 
direct drive by throwing another 
valve to engage the internal clutch! 
Lot of clever thinking here. 


NEW CHASSIS LAYOUT 

Chassis design at Indianapolis is 
aimed more at reducing tire wear 
than improving handling. It has to 
be. Turn speeds have jumped up so 
high since this has turned into a 
200-lap “sprint” in the last few years 
that every possible measure must be 
taken to control tire abrasion. This 
is why we still use solid beam axles 
when we know independent suspen- 
sion (with less unsprung weight) 
would improve handling and corner- 
ing speed. Solid axles eliminate the 
outward tilt (camber) of the wheels 
when the body rolls in a turn, thus 
give less tire “slip angle” and less 
wear. Frank Kurtis ran into much 
harder tire wear when he experi- 
mented with independent front sus- 
pension several years ago. On the 
other hand we could probably get 
around the turns faster with 4-wheel- 
independent suspension. Jack Brab- 
ham was clocked in the SW corner 
at 143 mph in his independently- 
suspended Cooper, compared with 
138-139 mph for our fastest cars. I 
would say the big problem today is 
how to use independent suspension 
and still get through the 200 laps on 
four sets of tires. 

The big design gimmick these 
days, of course, is left-side weight 
bias — in other words designing more 
static weight into the left side of the 
car than the right. The reason is ob- 
vious; since all our turns are to the 
left, and since centrifugal force in a

left turn will act to lift weight off 
the left wheels and dump on the 
right side, we can get more or less 
equal weight on left and right wheels 
in the turns by adding excess weight 
on the left side when the car is stand- 
ing still. Clear as mud. eh?? Anyway 
you see all kinds of weird chassis 
layouts attempting to shift more 
weight to the left without completely 
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upsetting the straight-line handling 
of the car. Some have the drive line 
on the right, engine tilted left, with 
driver and most of the fuel on the 
left. Some have just the opposite — 
with the reasoning that the engine 
should be tilted down nearly hori- 
zontal to lower the center of gravity, 
and thus help reduce left-to-right 
weight transfer. A. J. Watson has the 
left-side drive line, but puts the 
engine upright to keep its weight to 
the left. And three new cars this year 
featured this same deal— except the 
engine is tilted ‘way over to the left, 
so the upper part of it actually sticks 
out beyond the frame and behind the 
left front wheel! 

Obviously this last layout will give 
more left-side weight than any of the 
others. The left-side weight “bias” 
here is 280-300 Ibs. (more weight on 
left wheels than right) — compared 
with about 260 Ibs. for the Watson 
design, and only 100 to 160 Ibs. for 
the other laydown designs. So who’s 


right? I think Watson is about as 
close as anybody. If you calculate the 
centrifugal force on these cars in a 
normal race turn, and then calculate 
weight transfer using the tread width 
and CG height, you will find that a 
weight bias of around 250-275 Ibs. 
gives just about equal weight on 
each side. This would theoretically 
balance tire wear evenly between all 
four wheels. And certainly Watson’s 
cars seem to show less wear at 
greater speeds than the others 
(though we haven't seen enough of 
the new left outboard engines to tell 
much). But it is significant that 
mechanic George Salih installed a 
heavy lead weight at the left rear 
corner of his car, which has the left 
drive line and right-tilted engine 
(weight bias about 160 Ibs.) One 
way or the other, it’s plain that we’ve 
reached the end of the line on the 
weight-bias theme. It won't help any 
to get stil a greater percentage of the 
static weight on the left wheels, be- 
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cause you might then wear the left 
tires faster. We'll have to come up 
with new ways to reduce wear. 


TIRES 


There was an interesting story be- 
hind the new Firestone “Trenton” 
tire this year. It seems a number of 
Indy drivers wanted to use this new 
tire that had been developed for the 
fast, high-banked Trenton, New Jer- 
sey speedway. It used a very soft 
rubber compound and special tread 
pattern that gave fantastic bite in 
the turns. They were sure they could 
break the 150-mph barrier easily with 
this tire in the qualification runs. 

And so were the Firestone people. 
There was just one catch: This soft 
rubber would wear much too fast to 
be practical in the race, which would 
mean that the drivers would have to 
switch their driving technique from 
soft, high-traction rubber to hard, 
low-traction rubber for race day. And 
it just so happens that there were 
only a few hours of practice track 
time scheduled between the final 
qualification day and race day. Fire-

There were many exciting duels for the 
the lead through the race, this one be- 
tween Dick Rathmann #4, and eventual 
winner A, J. Foyt #1. Wayne Weiler 
#15, and Len Sutton #8 following. 
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stone was sure some of the rookies 
—and maybe some of the more ex- 
perienced hotshots—would get in 
trouble. You can’t change to an 
entirely different type of tire on a 
race car and expect to get the feel 
of it in a couple of laps. So Firestone 
decided not to release the Trenton 
tires to the Indianapolis boys this 
year. Maybe next year they'll have 
some compromise grade of rubber 
that might be suitable for qualifying 
only, but without too great a change 
in switching to hard race rubber. 
Anyway there are certainly a lot of 
150-mph laps lurking in a soft tread 
layer! 


THE COOPER-CLIMAX 

All eyes were on the British Cooper 
racing team and world champion 
driver Jack Brabham this year. They 
had turned practice laps at 144 mph 
last fall, with a strictly standard 
Cooper Formula 1 road race machine 
using a 152-cu. in. engine on pump 
gas—and this success had encour- 
aged the Cooper people to have a 
try at the big go. Enthusiasts all over

the world, and especially in this 
country, were pulling for them. Many 
people believe car design at Indy has 
become too stereotyped in the last 
few years, and has gotten in a rut. 
They figured if an entirely different 
type of foreign machine were to 
come over here and do a good job — 
maybe not actually win, but even get 
in the first five or six places — that it 
might shake up our designers enough 
to bring out some radically-advanced 
designs in the near future. 

Well, I don’t think anybody can 
say at this time whether the Cooper 
adventure was a sucsess or not. They 
did qualify for the race (which is an 
accomplishment in itself), and actu- 
ally finished the 500 miles in 9th 
place at an average speed of 134.1 
mph, five mph behind the winner. 
They ran most of the race at planned 
lap speed right around 140 mph. 
They were more or less forced to be- 
cause of excessive wear of the special 
Dunlop tires that were prepared for 
the race; they were considerably 
softer than Firestone Indy tires, and

a manually controlled four speed automatic 
trans for street and strip 


ANY A DRAG race has been 

lost on the starting line or at 
the finish because of an improper 
shift, too much wheel spin when 
accelerating, or a lack of rpm at top 
end. A change in gearing will alter 
the latter two problems but a good 
stick trans, positive linkage and 
clutch assembly, and a driver who 
can throw a good fast shift every- 
time, are still prime requirements for 
a winning combination. But, a com- 
bination of this sort isn’t to be found 
everyday. Even the best of drivers 
have been known to miss a shift when 
the heat of pressure is on. For some 
reason they just can’t find the right 
cog during the fraction of a second 
the shift is to be made. And what 
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can be done about this to bring about 
an improvement, not just for better 
shifts but to reduce the costly blown 
trans problem. 

B & M Automotive, Van Nuys, 
Calif., seems to have the answer in 
their Hydro-Sticks, which are basic- 
ally dual range Hydramatics that 
have been drastically re-designed 
and structurally improved. These 
units offer complete four gear man- 
ual selection, shifting up to any gear 
that has been selected by the control 
lever which may be operated by 
linkage from the steering column or 
a lever mounted on the floor. If you 
select, say, third gear, the trans will 
automatically shift from low or first 
gear up to third as the car accele- 


rates, but it will not shift into fourth 
gear regardless of how tight the 
engine is turned or how fast you go. 
The same may be said for first or sec- 
ond, Upon deceleration the trans will 
automatically down shift to each 
lower gear at its normal shift point, 
just as a stock trans would. 

Another advantage of the B & M 
Hydro-Stick, at least for those who 
are confirmed floor-stick rodders, is 
that the Hydro-Stick can be shifted 
manually through all four gears. By 
starting out with the selector in low 
range, you can shift manually at a 
pre-determined rpm range into sec- 
ond, and so on until you eventually 
reach fourth gear. 

Advantages of a Hydra-matic trans 
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over a standard trans are well-known 
when it comes to drag racing. One 
of the most important is that the 
trans doesn’t require a clutch. Crank- 
shaft torque is transmitted to the 
transmission by a hydraulic coupling 
that uses oil instead of actual me- 
chanical contact to transmit the 
torque gradually and smoothly rather 
than in an abrupt all-or-nothing man- 
ner. Thus we realize a less violent 
reaction at the rear wheels when the 
transmission is put into gear and the 
accelerator pedal is depressed upon 
starting out. This not only saves on 
rubber but reduces stress and wear 
to the entire driveline. 

By eliminating the clutch we auto- 
matically do away with the high 
spring pressure that is applied to the 
flywheel end of the crankshaft. With 
the Hydro-Sticks the otherwise re- 


quired scattershield is also done 
away with because the component 
parts, flywheel, torus cover and torus 
units, are composed of high tensile 
spring steel. 

A Hydra-matic trans is heavy when 
compared to most standard shift 
transmissions, but when compared to 
the popular Cad-LaSalle stick shift 
trans, complete with its bell hous- 
ing, clutch assembly, flywheel, and 
scattershield a complete hydro unit 
is only 30 pounds heavier. Thirty 
pounds is thirty pounds when it 
comes to dragging but the Hydro- 
Stick’s advantages more than out- 
weigh this weight difference. 

Probably the main reason more

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rodders are not using hydros, how- 
ever, is that as a stock unit it is not 
capable of handling and transmitting 
the torque produced by a competi- 
tion engine. B & M Automotive have 
found that only certain models of 
dual range hydros are suitable for 
conversion to their competition 
Hydro-Stick. These competition mod- 
els are available for most late model 
General Motors, Chrysler and Ford 
products, with exception of the com- 
pacts. Just how well they stand up 
under extreme rpm’s and high horse- 
power outputs may be witnessed in 
the new records being set each week- 
end on the nation’s strips. Stone & 
Woods recently ran the quarter at 
Bakersfield in 10.86 seconds e.t. in 
their 3600 pound Willys B Gas Super- 
charged coupe, the first ever to break 
into the 10 second bracket. Their 
speeds are always close to 130 mph. 
Al Hirshfield is running his B altered 
coupe in the low 11's and is in the 
low 130 mph bracket. These are only 
two examples of cars running Hydro- 
Sticks that are consistently turning 
fast record breaking times without 
any trans failure whatsoever. Chev- 
rolets have been run up to 8500 rpm 
in every gear and 550 hp, 4,400 pound 
Oldsmobiles have been harnessed to 
these units without any ill effects. 
Besides being capable of taking a 
beating on the drag strip on week- 
ends, the Hydro-Stick transmission is 
noted for its smooth operation at 
light and medium throttle. It is re- 
ported as being fine for everyday 
driving, towing boats, trailers, etc. 
We won't go into the exact modi- 
fications done to the transmissions in 
this text due to space limitations, but 
the ones performed are designed 
to improve the transmission’s ratio 
changing ability and give its parts 
greater strength. The force in a 
Hydra-matic that does the actual 
work of changing its output ratios 
is oil pressure. In standard transmis- 
sions this pressure reaches maximum 
values of 75 to 90 psi, depending on 
the engine with which the trans will 
be used. The lone exception is the 
Cad ElDorado, which has a maxi- 
mum pressure of 112 psi. Most 
Hydro-Sticks are set up to operate 
on a pressure of 185 psi. The actual 
pressure requirement for a given car 
is determined by the car’s weight 
and the power of its engine. Instruc- 
tions are provided with each Hydro- 
Stick describing methods for adjust- 
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ing the transmission’s relief valve to 
raise or lower the pressure until the 
transmission shifts to suit the car’s 
driver. 

The degree of modifications made 
to increase the strength of a Hydro- 
Stick’s parts that transmit torque de- 
pend on whether the engine to be 
used is a blown or normally aspi- 
rated. It is only natural that more 
work is necessary on a trans that is 
to be teamed with a blown engine 
if it is to be depended upon to hold 
the terrific torque output such en- 
gines can create and to move the 
heavy bodied cars that frequently 
run at the drags. 

The accompanying photo story 
illustrates the simplicity with which 
a Hydro-Stick can be installed in 
your car. The roadster featured is 
that of Tony Nancy, who with the 
help of Don Spar of B & M Auto-

motive, did a very clean installation 
job in this 147 mph A Gas Roadster 
which is powered by a ’59 Buick V8. 

Perhaps one of the best offers that 
anyone could make is the 4,000 mile 
or 90 day full guarantee that B & M 
gives with their Hydro-Sticks along 
with a one year guarantee against 
defective workmanship. Other bene- 
fits are offered in addition to these 
for Hydro-Stick buyers, so it may be 
wise to investigate this unit. 

To get on with the installation fea- 
ture, relatively few parts are needed 
even though the engine used is a 
Buick, the trans an Olds, and the 
driveline a Ford. A Chevy flywheel 
has been adapted to the engine and 
a special alloy Olds to Buick adaptor 
has been developed by B & M for 
installations of this nature. The bell 
housing for the Olds trans is an early 
model Olds unit. B & M suggests 


using a complete 49-50 Olds rear end 
as they do not furnish torque tube 
adaptors for all cars. Tony Nancy 
does not limit his knowledge to auto 
and boat upholstery jobs though. He 
mounted a 50-51 Olds tailshaft to the 
56 Olds hydro, machined the rear 
to take a Ford universal joint. This 
plus fabrication of new rear trans 
mounts completes the installation, 
one that anyone could be proud of 
when it comes to perfection. 

If you are thinking of pulling the 
big switch from standard stick to 
Hydro-Stick, then investigate the 
possibilities a bit further. For those 
of you who presently own a Hydra- 
matic, think twice before you spend 
your idle money for rebuilding that 
trans up stock if it should happen to 
quit. A B & M Hydro-Stick is priced 
only a couple of bucks more and for 
that money you can’t beat it.

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RESTYLING 


‘61 CHEVROLET BELAIR COUPE | 
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_— POPULARITY OF the ’61 Chevrolet Belair Sport 
Coupe leads us to our restyle feature for this month. 
Simple lines and the absence of much chrome trim gives 
us a head start in removing the remaining unnecessary 
emblems and trimmings. Up front the stock grille is re- 
placed by a ’60 Merc unit or 59 T-Bird grille bars using 
Chevy headlights or the popular new Lucas lights. The 
outer edge of the grille cavity should be contoured with 
metal to form a symetrical opening with grille. To give 
a cleaner frontal appearance mold in upper vents and 
parking lights. The bottom pan and license plate shroud 
is a ‘59 Chev also molded in and protected by a 59 
Buick bumper. The Chevy’s clean side lines leave little 
to do here, except to remove the door handles and install 
\ a SSC solenoids, give the car a slight rake, and install chrome 
Sa aac : reversed wheels with the new open wheel spiders. In 
the rear the round stock taillights have been removed 
and 59 Mark IV Continental units installed in frenched 
and slightly extended housings.

(> THE WILD SIDE double grille shells replace the stock grille opening and 
headlight arrangement. The split quad headlight is a fresh design trend, and just 
by coincidence Here’s How page 48-49 shows the complete story on how to make 
this change. I say coincidence because the artist and body shop that did the actual work 
did not know each other, and the articles were turned in separately. The bumpers 
are a new nerf bar type soon to be available from Eastern Auto Accessories. Molded 
under pan is 59 Plymouth which rounds out the grille. Top air vents and parking lights are 
molded in, and hood is punched with two rows of wide louvers in sunken sections. 
Side styling includes removal of door handles with electric push buttons installed, 
chromed reversed wheels and open wheel spiders used. Bringing up the rear, the trunk 
compartment seams are filled and moved over to the underside of new diagonal lip. 
Electrically operated aerial is sunken and frenched into center deck behind rear 
window. The taillights are 59 Pontiac Bonneville neatly frenched and tunneled slightly 
into panel with the sheet metal and radius rod forming a continuous lip. The flute 
section of a 48-50 Ford can be used to blend windsplit into rear quarter panel. Bell tip 
pipes peek from under rolled rear pan and stock license frame, completing wild version. 
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'32 rails and full chrome undercarriage is run with Halibrand 
quick change center. Monroe shocks are used front, rear along 
with chrome wheels. Dick is member of Hayward Rod Benders.

Here’s how shows just one of the many custom 
uses for this universal lens. The installation of the Cad lens on the 58 Merc 
taillight is so easy, and fits so perfect that it’s unbelievable. This custom 
swap takes only about one hour, and the price of two 59 Cad taillight lenses. 
The only tools necessary to complete the job are a screwdriver, drill, and 
hack saw. The following photos explain the simple steps used in installing 
this glamour accessory, so let’s clear off the bench and away we go.

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Push Button Deck—An All 
Time Favorite For That 
“Shaved” Custom Appearance 


—— INSTALLATION of a solenoid to control 
the opening of ones deck lid or hood is not 
the newest fad or idea to strike the customizing 
world by any means, but new rodders and cus- 
tomizers are cropping up every day thus the 
importance of features such as this. A Thunder- 
bird provides us with means of showing our 
readers the fine points of shaving a deck and in- 
stalling an electric solenoid for the operation of the 
deck lid, but the same applies to any model of 
car. Purchase price on a kit is quite inexpensive 
and installation of same takes but a few minutes. 
And how much easier it is to just push a little 
button, a chrome one yet, and have the lid pop 
up enough to open by hand. It’s a sad thing to see 
the many customs about with shaved decks and 
no method of opening them except a dangling 
wire hidden someplace, and oftentimes nothing 
whatsoever, just a lid bouncing with each jar. 
Solenoids or hydraulic lifts are the only sensible 
route to take when shaving a deck, it also gives 
your car that real custom touch.

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Bill Whetstone of Detroit, Mich., wanted something new and different to enter car shows 
with, so he took his '60 Ford Starliner to Alexander Bros. Kustom Shop, also of Detroit, 
which is the Eastern division of Barris Kustoms. To start with, the rear fenders were rolled 
and tucked in 5 inches, and trunk corners rounded. Full rear grille was handformed, 
frenched and tunneled. White corrugated plastic of the type used in flourescent fixtures, 
and clear plastic tubes complete grille. Taillights are handmade of aluminum and red 


plastic lenses. Full roll and pleated interior was done in white Naugahyde in Tijuana, 
Mexico. Hood is shaved and corners rounded. Gunsight fender ornament is removed 
with chrome molding cut back, and fender molded. Note twin frenched and sunken 
aerials in fender next fo rear quarter window. Rear aluminum panel has been removed 
from fender and molding was pointed, The popular open wheel spiders glamourize wheels.

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Front fenders were also tucked and rolled in 12 inches to formed rolled pan. 
Canted headlights are set in an aluminum panel behind grille made up of chrome 
and plastic bars, Entire car was lowered 3'/2 inches by Z'd frame, chopped coils 
and lowering blocks. Other goodies include: electrically operated doors and 
trunk, twin Appelton spots, full chrome engine parts and interior moldings, '60 
Pontiac steering wheel, and all topped off with Candy Wild Cherry lacquer. 
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Charging the wall, this ‘flip top” special appears to be preparing for a little high jumping, but didn't quite clear the fence. 
The front-end has become dismembered due to this entanglement but the frame remains completely unharmed.

REVIOUS FEATURES ON the 
popular modified Sportsmen race 
machines have dealt with the cars 
in a strictly factual manner, showing 
close-ups of the engines, action shots, 
personalities, etc. Racing is racing 
to these drivers, and they are all out 
to win their share of the purse and 
glory that goes with it, so a few 
scratches or dents aren't going to 
cause them to change their ways. Not 
that “Sportsmen” are out to win at all 
costs, don’t get us wrong, they just 
take a few more chances and perhaps 
drive a little harder than other race 
car pilots. 
This is quite evident in the collec- 
tion of photographs shown here taken 
at Balboa Stadium in San Diego and 


Ascot Speedway in Los Angeles, two 
of the most active tracks in the 
country. 

The high bird cage roll bars en- 
compassing the cockpits of the little 
speedsters is probably the main rea- 
son the drivers go all out to win. 
They have little chance of being in- 
jured with this sort of protection sur- 
rounding them in case of an occa- 
sional head-stand or roll-over.

HE BEGINNING OF Bob Win- 

gate’s immense model car collec- 

tion had its start when he ac- 
quired a pair of "48 and ’49 Fords 
and a ’49 Plymouth, all early AMT 
models, approximately 12 years ago. 
Since that time, Bob has succeeded 
in building this small trio of cars up 
into a collection that has surpassed 
the 850 mark. The main sources for 
this expansion have been AMT and 
Monogram kits, though Hubley, 
Revell, JoHan and firms long gone 
from the model scene have supplied 
a fair portion of cars. 

Bob is a member of the National 
Model Car Association, and a serious 
model builder. He seldom goes in 
for the frills and customizing that is 
so popular today. Nearly all of his 
models are strictly “stock.” Every 
model from 1949 to the present year 
produced by the above companies 
are represented in his collection, plus 
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many other models. The earliest 
dates back to 1932, which is a White 
one ton stake truck. Many of the 
earlier cars in his collection are 
familiar to the older readers for their 
unique design. These are the pre- 
WWII car banks, made of rubber or 
pot metal. Some of these banks are 
in the form of ’40 and ’51 Chevys, 
and are very rare today. 

Aside from building models for 
his own collection, Bob is caretaker 
at the L.A. County Fair model car 
display each year. This chore con- 
sists of arranging 2000 model cars in 
the model train miniature village. 
Hobby shops around the country 
who are familiar with Bob’s hobby 
often feature some of his rare mod- 
els in their windows. 

As model builders know, lacquer 
paint or dope will craze the plastic 
on models produced today. This Bob 
announces has been solved to the

degree that he is turning out many 
of his cars with candy paint jobs, 
the only custom touch that he goes 
in for. He brushes on a coat of Back- 
mann Styrene painting fluid and 
glue, it dries fast and costs only 29c 
for a two ounce bottle. Then he 
sprays on two coats of Schwinn bi- 
cycle silver base. Next comes three 
coats of Schwinn candy color. Bob 
rubs his models out with auto paste 
wax about three hours later. For 
standard lacquer jobs, he uses Pactra 
Aero Gloss spray lacquers. Pactra 
enamels and bottle dope are utilized 
for touch up work and trim goodies. 
Bob is an eager swapper when the 
right deal comes along, so if you 
have any old models lying around, 
drop him a line at P.O. Box 309, E] 
Monte, California. Maybe you can 
help him build-up his model car col- 
lection, or even acquire one of his 

rare models for your own.

wouldn't stand up even under the 
light 1100-Ib. weight of the tiny 
Cooper. I understand that tire life 
fell from around 60 laps at 140 mph 
to 20-30 laps at 145! Under these con- 
ditions they could get a better race 
average by lapping at 140 mph and 
making three tire stops than going 
145 and making six or seven stops. 

But even at this they weren't 
entirely satisfied with engine per- 
formance. Their Coventry-Climax 4- 
cylinder had been bored and stroked 
from 152 to 167 cu. in., compression 
ratio raised from 11.9 to 13-to-1, and 
a 50-50 alky-gas fuel used. But this 
raised peak HP only from 243 to 252 
at 6300 rpm, though torque at 5000 
rpm was well up. The race engine 
had bigger ports and put out 265 hp. 
But still the American Offys walked 
right by the Cooper in the straights 
—and Brabham couldn't catch them 
in the turns without wearing out his 
tires in a few laps. It was a frustra- 
ing experience—and it actually 
didn’t prove much of anything except 
‘hat independent suspension is very 
effective in getting through the turns 
faster, when you don't have to worry 
tbout tire wear. 


ODDBALL IRON 

The most interesting of the “odd- 
ball” iron at the speedway this year 
was the “new” Novi supercharged 
V-8. These cars have been around in 
one form or another for 20 years; but 
they seem to have taken on new life 
now that the Granatelli brothers, 
operators of Paxton Products (super- 
charger kits distributors), have got- 
ten hold of them. They took delivery 
of the two cars and several basket- 
full of parts only a couple of months 
before the race — and already they 
have made vital changes and im- 
proved performance 100%. The super- 
charger has been almost completely 
redesigned to improve its efficiency; 
they've reduced compression ratio, 
cleaned up hot spots, gone back to 
the old Holley aircraft carburetor, 
staggered the timing of the twin 
magnetos to give better torque off the 
turns, and gone to pure methanol 
fuel. The Granatelli boys claim to 
have read 720 hp at 8200 rpm with 
55 Ibs./sq. in. boost pressure on the 
dyno — and they ran the engine for 
90 minutes at speeds between 6500 
and 7500 rpm on loads above 400 


hp to check durability. Then driver 
Dick Rathmann lapped the new 
engine at 148.2 mph in practice, 
without barely pushing it, just to 
second the motion. 

But the new owners didn’t solve 
the Novis perennial bad luck. After 
Rathmann had to give up the wheel 
because of a prior driving contract 
one driver blew the practice engine 
apparently from lugging it at 4000 
rpm—then a_ transmission _ shaft 
froze. Replacements weren't avail- 
able, so the Granatellis packed up 
and went back to Calif. But they 
promise to be back next year with 
this fabulous 700-hp engine in a 
more modern chassis. 

The two Chevy-powered cars 
didn’t have a chance this year. The 
Peterson project was plagued with 
engine problems and a general lack 
of financial power through the month 
of May, and the car never actually 
got out on the track. They had a lot 
of clever stuff on that car, too—a 
hand-made fuel injection system that 
drew air through two huge 2%” 
throats (into a plenum) and then in- 
jected the fuel just above the intake 
valve through tubes going down in 
the ports; they had an all-gear drive 
on the front of the engine that drove 
the cam and all accessories by gears. 
And I’ve mentioned the very clever 
planetary transmission. Too bad this 
car couldn't have shown its stuff. 

Chuck Chenewoth’s “San Diego 
Steel Products Spl.” was a beauti- 
fully-built car (as fine as any at the 
track), they had a good driver in 
Mike Magill, and the project was 
well organized. They just didn’t have 
the horsepower. They claimed 360 
hp at 6800 rpm on straight alky from 
the sleeved 225-cu. in. Chev; but lap 
speeds in the 132-136 mph range 
don’t look like 360 hp in a 1450-Ib. 
car. Just before the last weekend of 
qualifying the team got the chassis 
working better (by new wheel load- 
ings) and Mickey Thompson mixed 
them a special fuel brew based on 
20% nitro. This got the lap speed up 
to 141 mph—but it wasn't nearly 
enough. You have to better 144 to 
break into the starting field these 
days. It just doesn’t look like the 
basic Chevrolet V-8 engine (or prob- 
ably any basic Detroit production 
engine) has the breathing potential 
to match the Offy inch for inch. 

So that was another year at the 
brickyard. Next year w ell be going 
still faster and having more fun.

WELL, NOW... 
Dear Don: 

Over the many years that you have 
been associated with the Petersen 
Automotive Group of magazines, 
your articles and columns have, I am 
sure, been looked up to eagerly and 
with respect as a continuing source 
of authoritative information on me- 
chanical problems. As a long time 
reader of these magazines, therefore, 
I was very disappointed to find that 
your December column in Car Craft 
contained the same error in termi- 
nology as can be found in some of the 
Johnny-come-lately auto magazines. 

If you were being paid $2.69 per 
hour, while I was getting $3.90 per 
hour for the same work, I am sure 
you would say that your $2.69 was 
low pay, while my $3.90 constituted 
a higher wage. By the same token, it 
is necessary to speak of Robert Lau- 
mann’s economy 2.69 to 1 axle ratio 
as a low ratio, and to refer to his 
possible substitute of 3.70 to 1 or 3.90 
to 1 as a higher ratio. 

Perhaps technical editors need to 
be kept after school to write 50 times 
on the blackboard RATIO MEANS 
NUMERIC RELATIONSHIP as a 
reminder that using the word “ratio” 
automatically limits them to using 
the modifier “high” in the sense of 
high acceleration (low speed), and 
the modifier “low” in the sense of 
low acceleration (high speed ). 

I feel sure that the average rodder 
is capable of realizing that axle ratio 
is inversely proportional to wheel 
speed for a given engine speed so 
that it is not necessary to talk down 
to him by referring to a high speed 
axle ratio in incorrect fashion as a 
“high ratio.” Let’s have the old, estab- 
lished rodding magazines set a good 
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example for correctness in 
spect.

Articles involving gear ratios have posed a 
problem for automotive writers as long as | 
have been in the business and probably will 
continue to do so long after | have given up. 
The heart of this problem is the difference 
between the accepted terminology and the cor- 
rect terminology for gear ratios. The accepted 
terminology among hot rodders and the public 
in general, and | think you'll find this to be 
true if you take the time to query any average 
group of rodders, mechanics, or motorists who 
know anything at all about a car, is that a low 
gear is the one that gives them the most ac- 
celeration and a high gear is for cruising. They 
know this because they use low gear to ac- 
celerate their car from rest and high gear after 
the car has reached cruising speed. 

If people who drive cars were taught that 
what they now call low gear is actually their 
car's high gear and what they call high gear 
is actually low gear, the problem would be 
solved. Then | could write that a 3.90 to 1 gear 
is higher than a 2.69 to 1 gear and the readers 
would understand what | was trying to convey 
to them. But with the accepted terminology 3.90 
gears are lower than 2.69 gears. 

Because of the accepted terminology it is 
necessary in practically every piece in which 
gear ratio is mentioned to explain numerical 
ratio and what it means. If automotive maga- 
zines had only one group of readers this ex- 
planation would be necessary only once; how- 
ever, each month a few of the older readers 
are lost and a few new ones are gained. So 
that the new readers can understand what we 
are trying to tell them, we must explain things 
they quite possibly have never encountered 
before. Unfortunately, the numerical terminol- 
ogy of gear ratios is one of these. 

As far as the average rodder’s capability of 
realizing that axle ratio is inversely propor- 
tional to wheel speed for a given engine speed, 
I‘m inclined to agree with you, if he is one of 
those very rare rodders who understands the 
definitions of inversely and proportional. 

| think we can describe what you consider 
our talking-down to our readers more correctly 
by saying that we are trying to write in an 
average reader's language. You must remember 
that probably ninety percent of the readers 
of magazines of this type are young people. 
It isn’t at all impossible that in only a few 
years these same young people will be talking- 
down to people like you and me when they 
try to explain how they will travel to the moon 
or other planets. I’m sure theyll understand 
numerical ratio then. But for the new crop of 
hot rodders for which | hope to be writing 
when that times comes, I'll probably still be 
bouncing back and forth between the accepted 
and actual terminology for gear ratios so that 
they will understand what I’m trying to say. 

It’s sort of like the Russian problem: there 
jyst ain‘’t no answer, no sir.

6— Round fin around rear 6” and 
install Polara taillights. 

7 — Remove present taillights from 
car and fill in hole. 

I am stuck on the following: 

8 — Type of front end that will be 
different. 

9—Good bumpers for both front 
and back or either a pan effect to 
match both front and rear. 

10 — Different headlight installa- 
tion. 

11 — Easy way to make doors open 
electrically. 

I enjoy your comments very much 
and would appreciate any help you 
can give me.

In answering your questions in order, what 
you have done so far is good, and what you 
plan to do is also okay, except that | would 
not use the Polara taillights. Instead when you 
round the fin make up your own taillights from 
red plastic and recess them in the edges.
